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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges the combination of Walker and 
Windows is improper because they fail to establish obviousness due to the absence of teaching or suggestion for the combination. 
Applicant further contests that the examiner has used impermissible hindsight in order to reconstruct applicant's claimed invention. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner believes that it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention 
to combine the references for the reasons as stated in the final rejection. 

Additionally, applicant asserts that neither Walker nor Windows suggests "a simulated game presentation of a game of chance available 
for wagering game play on the gaming machine." Applicant specifies that neither the references teach the simulated game presentation. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. The prior art as a combination would meet the claimed limitations as Walker teaches a game of 
chance with player selectable options, while Windows teaches simulated options for users to determine the effects of the option 
selections. Therefore, the combination of said teachings from the references would read on the claim of a simulated game presentation of 
a game of chance. 

Finally, applicant states the combination of the references will not meet the claimed limitations. Applicant asserts that a player will not be 
able to preview or determine the effects of different game feature settings without making a wager. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
The Windows reference allows users to preview the effect of their selection prior to finally accepting of said selection. This preview option 
in combination with the Walker reference would allow players to preview the game option selections prior to engaging in play. . 
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
